simply says “Montezuma!”
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THE MARINES' Hymn is
more than a military march for
parades and ceremonies. I have
heard it played for regiments
aboufit to go into action, I have
heard it played in slow, soul-
chilling beat reserved for the
burial of our honored deagl.

One general of the United
States Army told me that the
Marines’ Hymn is an integral
part of the “esprit de corps”
for which the Marines are fa.
